BAPID RAILROAD TRICYCLE. 


Thomas Casey, roadmaster on the 


•western division of the Fitehburg rail- 
road, came to town Friday afternoon 
on his railroad tricycle, which was 
bought at the time of the big washouts 
to enable him to travel back and forth 
over the road independent of trains. 
The machine was manufactured by 
the Sheffield Car company of Three 
Rivers, Mich., and is the first of the 
kind to be seen in these parts. The 
motive power is a. little gasoline en- 
trine and the gas la ignited by an elec- 
tric battery- The tricycle is capable of 
high speed and it is said it can be run 
a mile in two minutes. Mr. Casey left 
the Vermont and New York state line 
Friday just behind the east bound pas- 
senger train that leaves here at 12.22 j 
p. m., and arrived in Wllliamstown 
before the train left this station. In 
a short time he headed his machine 
westward, set his gasoline engine to 
popping-and disappeared around the 
curve in the railroad yard at a rate 
that would have enabled anybody with- 
in reach to "play checkers on his coat- 
tails."

ECONOMY TUB WATCHWORD. 


Every voter and taxpayer realizes 


perfectly that the real problem in 
North Adams now is how to "run" a 
city that is heavily in debt as economi- 
cally as possible. It is a problem of 
economy; economy in its widest and 
truest sense, including the beet per- 
manent interests of the city as well as 
the saving of every possible dollar. It 
is this problem that is to be met in the 
choice of a mayor. It is this problem 
that Mayor Cady recognized when in 
assuming the duties of the office he 
made economy his watchword. Then it 
was Mayor Cady who spoke. Now it is 
Mayor Cady's record'that speaks. 


During this year a large amount of 


work has been done for permanent im- 
provement. The facts on this point 
have been given in Commissioner 
Emigh's preliminary report and pub- \ 
lished in the news m'-.imns. This work ' 
has been wisely ci ^- nd justly dis- 
tributed, to bring i 
oatest good to 


the greatest number. So much for the 
economy of work done. 


Here is the economy of the money 


part. During the year the previous city 
debt has been increased by the follow- 
ing amounts: Sewers, $30,000; paving, 
$20,000; library, $9,000; normal school, 
f5,000; high school repairs, $3,500; a 
total of $72,500. The previous city debt 
has been decreased by the amount of 
$27,000 paid on the principal. This makes 
the net increase $45,000. Subtracting 
from this the $9,000 for the library, 
the $5,000 for the normal school, and 
$3,500 for the high school, which had 
nothing to do with the policy of the ad- 
ministration, and the increase in the 
city debt for which Mayor Cady and 
his administration may be held re- 
sponsible is $27,500. 


Comparing that sum, $27,500, with the 


previous increases in the city debt for 
public improvements, and it -will be 
seen that Mayor Cady has guarded 
•well the financial interests of the city. , 
This increase is far less than in 
previous years, because less work has 
been done. Mayor Cady's task has been 
to draw the line at the proper amount, 
to insure the best interests of the city 
both in work done and money spent. 
Every year the absolutely necessary 
work on paving and sewers should 
grow less. In these two lines the ap- 
propriation for paving 
in 1897 was 


$45,000; in 1898, $25,000; for sewers, in 
1897, $60,000; in 1898, $30,000. The work 
on sewers this year was done with 
only $23,000, however, the sum of $7,000 
being due on work that was already 
accomplished. 


Normally, then, the essential ex- 


penses for permanent Improvement 
will grow less. But it takes a man of 
sound business judgment and broad 
perceptions to know just how much is 
for the actual best of the city. That 
Mayor Cady drew the line wisely ig ap- 
parent to all. He has kept his promise. 
He has been economical in the true 
sense of the word. 


V. A. WHITAKBB. 


Little has been said in the campaign 


so far in regard to the members of the 
city council whose terms expire this 
year, but there is one member whom 
the city cannot afford to allow to go 
unmentioned. V. A. Whitaker is a man 
whose services to the city can hardly 
be overestimated. As chairman of the 
finance committee he has held the 
most responsible position on the floor 
of the council. What he has done in 
that capacity has been of vastly more 
value to the citv than the work of 
many of the appointed officials. He 
has given his best efforts, time and 
energy to the work of the committee. 
His conservative judgment has been 
conscientiously given and his financial 
experience cheerfully applied to the 
city's problems. In counsel he has 
been strong, in energy tireless. The 
city needs his services and whatever 
else is done, he should be returned to 
the city council.

f* Improvement Shown In H.arly 


Al. Lines of Trade. 


New York, Nov. 19.— Bradstreet's says: 


Evidence accumulates that the good re- 
suite flowing from tyis recent election 
are no longer confined entirely to im- 
provement in tone and confidence. Sev- 
eral substantial developments present 
themselves this week, notable among 
Which are a number of advances in prices, 
exceptionally few declines thereof, grow- 
ing strength in the pig iron situation, 
unpreceden.te<ily large weekly bank 
clearings and remarkably good! reporta 
as to export trade, not only^ln the line of 
foreign products, but in. enlarged trade 
in manufactured products. Distribution 
of merchandise shows but little change 
from recently preceding weeks, but tha 
growth in confidence is reflected In very 
general reporta of improved collections 
on past business. 


First and loremost la the line of foreign 


•trade extensions are the returns re- 
cently made ior October, pointing to ex- 
ports for that month larger than in th« 
corresponding month ot any previous 
year, second only to those of December 
last year, and chargeable not so much as 
formerly to enlarged exports of farm 
products, but Lo heavily increased ex- 
port* of finished products of American 
industry. 


In this connection specially good re- 


ports coree irom the iron and steel in- 
dustry. The strength in values of all 
cereals is due to the constant foreign 
demand, more than offsetting very large 
gains in domestic supplies, which, bow- 
ever, are still below any corresponding 
period for years past. Comparison of 
four months' exports, July to October, 
inclusive, point to wheat and flour ship- 
ments little below those of last year, and 
only 10 percent below those of 18W, the 
heaviest ever known. 


The values of exports, however, do not 


make such good comparisons. Corn ex- 
porte will run to 10 percent of the do- 
mestic production, a heavy gain on every 
year except last. The strength of cereala 
find* imitations in coffee, whose statis- 
tical position shows some impiovement; 
sugar, which is relatively higher for re- 
fined, on growing strength otf raw sup- 
plies; and even cotton, which is higher 
on smaller movement, and improving 
tone of the dry goods market. 


Wool sales continue of good volume on 


more confident buying of email manu- 
facture™, who, however, report the fin- 
i»hed goods trade unsatisfactory. Heavy 
•ales of bonded wool for re-export to 
England are reported this week.

have not taken part or voted in the 
caucus of any other political party for 
twelve mouths last past. 


Such voter may be challenged like 


any other voter. 
Any person whose 


right to vote is challenged for any 
cause recognized by law shall not be 
permitted to vote until he has taken 
the foregoing oath; and the clerk or 
secretary of the caucus shall make a 
record of the administration of said 
oath to every person- who takes the 
same, 
which 
record 
shall 
state 


whether or not said person voted. Said 
record shall be returned with the pro- 
ceedings of said caucus and shall be 
prima facie evidence In any court that 
such person took said oath and voted 
in said caucus. 


The provisions of the above 


act will be rigidly and strictly 
enforced by this committee.

Boiler Explosion. 


The administrators of the estate* of 


the late Henry Zephron Douglass and 
Ernest L. Faulkner, who were killed 
in the boiler explosion on the Hoosac 
Tunnel and Wilmington railroad, May 
31, have brought suit against the rail- 
road company, through their attorney, 
O. E. Butterfipld of Wilmington. The 
amount asked for is $10,000 by each of 
the estates, or $20,000 in all. The writs 
were served last week and are return- 
able a.t the March terra of Wimiham 
county court. 


Sheriff J. II. Kidder has attached 


all the real estate, cars, locomotives 
and other rolling stock of the company 
in the towns of Wilmington, Whiting- 
ham and Keadsboro, as security for 
the plaintiffs. 


It is possible that the caaes may bo 


settle J by agreement befoie the lime 
set for the hearing. The railroad com- 
missioners of Vermont investigated the 
caubes of the explosion, and in their re- 
port laid some blame on the railroad 
company, but it was expressly stated 
that none of the conclusions of the 
commissioners should be used by the 
estates of the men in suits for damages. | 
If the cases come up for trial, it will 
necessitate taking all the fresh evi- 
dence of the explosion that can be se- 
cured. Henry Douglass, until recently 
superintendent of streets here, is the 
father of one of the men killed, and 
went to the scene of the accident with 
an attorney to secure evidence for use 
in case he decided to bring suit.

But between being a nice fel- 
low and an efficient mayor there is a 
great gulf fixed. No man of limited 
business experience ought to ask for 
this honor. We want a man to fill the 
position, not to ruttle around in it. It 
is my opinion that John Parker has no 
idea of the load with which he is BO 
anxious to saddle himself. 


On the other hand it is not often that 


a man of wide business experience can 
offord to give his personal attention 
wholly to the interests of the commu- 
nity. Our city is fortunate in finding 
such a man'in Mr. Cady. He does not, 
I presume, claim to be infallible, but I 
wonder if Mr. Parker 
would 
make 


fewer mistakes. Mr. Cady commands 
the respect and confidence of the labor- 
ing class from which he has risen, and 
I for one do not believe that the 
"Church street element" is any dearer 
to him than the honest, common-sense 
laborer, of which I am one.

the first meeting of the oommiwioners ' 
1t was mutually agreed between them 
that no account of the proceedings should 
be revealed. Notwithstanding this em- 
bargo placed upon the newsmonger, , 
Paris papers pretend to give informa- 
tion regarding tho work of this very se- 
cret coBMBiseion. 
\ It is the opinion of some in official 
circles here that the peace commission 
qrill fail in securing the Objeei aimed 
lit, and that war between the United 
£tateeend Spain will be resumed. These 
•rgne that if the United States presses 
Spain too bard and makes the conditions 
of peace impossible of acceptance by the 
prond Spanish Hidalgos the negotiations 
will fail, and Spam will rely upon the 
sympathy of Europe in her emergency. 
^ A few days ago I met a Spanish gen- 
flamm whom I bad not seen since first 
meeting him iu London in 1889. He 
recently arrived here from Madrid and 
is thoroughly posted as to the state of 
pnblio opinion in Spain. In the course 
of a conversation reference was made to ! 
tbe peace commission, and he somewhat 
startled me by Baying with much em- ' 
phasis tb«t tbe commisEioners of Spain : 
would never agree to relinquishing any 
i 


portion of the Philippine islands. But, 
he continued to say in substance, should 
the sewingly impossible occur the peo- 
ple of Spain will not ocuwnt to such an 
arrangement and weald prefer to have 
the war transferred to Spanish soil 
rather than to permit the alienation of 
ail their chief colonial possessions. 
j 


Whether my Spanish acquaintance 


was correct or not iu his surmises there 
are not locking precedents in history 
where conditions agreed to by those 
fully authorised to conclude a peace 
were rejected by the nation adversely 
affected by them. After the disastrous 
battle of Pavia Francis I, king of 
France, was forced to conclude a peace 
which wtte repudiated by tbe people of 
his country. The assembly of Cognac 
declared that although the king had ab- i 
solute control over peace and war he ! 
could not by the treaty of Madrid alien- 
ate any part of hie kingdom. It wonld 
•be a uice point iu national ethics to de- i 
cide whether any power in a state has 
the authority to cede in perpetuity any 
part of the public domain. Whether it 
has or not, natrons have never felt 
bound by snob agmnMate and recognize 
in them not the law of right, but that 
of necessity. 


Something mom germane to the pres- 


ent state of affairs in connection with 
the peaee commission and its very pos- 
sible failure to secure the ends aimed 
at is the fact that s^ch conventions 
have frequently failed in the history of | 
nations. 
When the preliminaries of 


peace were signed in Paiis in 1727 by 
the ministers of the emperor of Ger- 
many, of France, Great Britain and \ 
Holland, Spain held aloof aud peace 
could not be secured while she remained ' 
in opposition. Tbe dangerous state of ' 
the Spanish king's (Philip V) health | 
alarmed Queen Elizabeth, and she pre- I 
vailed upon her husband to accept the | 
preliminaries of peace by tbe act of the 
Psado in 1738. Immediately afterward 
a congress was opened at Soiseons, 
France, to an safe a treaty of peace, 
• 


but chiefly in consequence of tbe repre- ' 
sentativea of Spain makiag demands 
th'e other powers could not grant the 
negotiations failed. 


Another attempt at terminating a 


war by a treaty of peace that failed oc- 
curred in 1796, tbe nations concerned 
being Great Britain a»d Frame. la Oc- 
tober of that year the British govern- 
ment made proposals of peace with 
France, and Lord Malmeebnry was sent 
as a plenipotentiary. Tbe day follow- 
icg his arrival in Paris be had an inter- 
view with tbe French minister, Dela- 
cicir, who :"o.s chosan by the directory 
to represent Franos. From tbe first 
there was an ev»»«nt lack of cordiality 
aud sincerity on tfce part of the French 
government, ami the demands they 
made were «o impossible of being grant- 
ed thai after the negotiations had drag- 
ged aloug for a month th*y ended with- 
out teeult That France's sole object i» 
tbe pi""' "eJiugs was to gain time was 
made evident by the fact IhaUn a few 
daya Hh4 made an attempt to invade 
Ireland. 


In ancient tinrat treaties for peace 


•fter war were dictated rather than 
eontraoted. The treaty of peace of An- 
talcidas, B. C. 887, it a good instance 
of such. Tirbaras, with tbe Persian 
fleet in the Hellespont, smwmoned depu- 
tes from tbe Greak states and read 
them the terms of peace Metaled by his 
master, Artaierxes. Tbe terns were 
ngorous, bat as the Persian admiral 
4breaten',d a. rental of the war, the 


Greeks wrto oomp»5TR»d to accept firem. 


la the middle ages treaties were often 


contracted, seemingly for statesmanlike 
objects, but were never meant to be 
kept. Machiavelli wrote that "each 
treaty plant* the seeds of a new war," 
aud bo not untruthfully reflected the 
political morality of his times when ho 
etatud, "A prudent prince will not aud 
ought net to observe his engagements 
when it wonld operate to his disadvan- 
tage aud tho causes no longer exist 
which caused him to make them." 


Ever since tho publication of the 


works of the early jurists, Geutilis and 
Grolius, tbe current has been setting in 
tbe opposite direction, aud now the 
question rather is how to enforce a 
treaty than bow to breuk it. It hae be- 
come recognized tbat nations, like in- 
dividuals, have certain rights and re- 
ciprocal duties, aud international law, 
the growth of recent tituoti, has certain 
well defined principles which are recog- 
nized by all civilized uationfus of equal 
validity with thoso universally accept- 
ed facts of jurisprudence which relate 
to lu'ju thi unjuu.ei'b of eociety aud sub- 
jects of tho state. 


Optimists are perhaps too sanguine 


when they claim that all disputes among 
nations can bo settled in a court of in- 
ternational jurisprudence. Still, it is 
undoubted that serious difficulties be- 
tween nations have been recently so ar- 
ranged which not so many years ago 
wonld in all. likelihood have led to war. 
An international court of jurisprudence, 
whose jurisdiction all civilized nations 
would recognize and whose decisions 
they would regard as final, if it ever 
shall become an actuality, is still prob- 
ably some distance off in futurity. Yet 
affairs are so shaping themselves tbat 
the seemingly impossible of today may 
become the highly probable of tomor- 
row. 


Serious and important as is the work 


of the peace commissioners, they suc- 
ceed admirably in varying the monot- 
ony of their onerous duties. This is not 
difficult to do iu Paris. Tbe theaters are 
now in full swing, and the beautiful 
city, just now at its best, offers in- 
numerable attractions to all sorts and 
conditions of men. On the afternoon of 
the 4th the Spanish and American peace 
commissioners were received by Presi- 
dent Faure in the magnificent Elysee 
palace, the official residence of the 
president of France when in Paris. 
The Spaniards were received first and 
the Americans afterward, the latter be- 
ing presented by General Horace Por- 
ter, the United States erabassador. He 
introduced Judge Day and tbe other 
members of the commission separately, 
and Jndge Day then handed President 
Faure a cable message from President 
McKinley. After reading it the French 
president expressed his appreciation of 
the cordial sentiments uttered, and fur- 
ther remarked that everything possible 
wonld be done for the comfort of tbe 
commissioners. On the afternoon of the 
day following General Porter gave a 
dinner in honor of the American com- 
missioners, and next week will similar- 
ly entertain both commissions at tbe 
United States embassy. 


There is leas excitement in Paris at 


present than heretofore, since it is 
known that the authorities have deter- 
mined upon a course of action relative 
to the Dreyfus case more agreeable to 
tbe wishes of tbe majority of the popu- 
lation. It would be a mistake, however, 
to suppose that this attitude ot'^tbe pub- 
lic mind is symptomatic of any friend- 
Irneos toward Dreyfus. Those who were 
opposed to him in the past (and they 
include nearly all tbe people • of the 
city) are against him still, and they 
desire the re-opening of the cage not be- 
cause they wish foi his acquittal, but 
from the hope that some explanation 
may be forthcoming of certain mysteri- 
ous circumstances and questionable 
methods connected with his trial and 
conviction.

accounts of man eating tigers In India 
fail to convey an adequate sense of the 
awful terror which them terrible brutes 
inspire in the breasts of the unfortunate 
villagers, whom they haunt like evil de- 
mons. 
In ordinary cases the tiger or leu • 


pan! attacks the village herds more or less 
openly, and the herdsmen, finding that 
the enemy will, as a rule, retreat on being 
shouted at with vigor, are not in bodily 
fear all tbe time, although I have known 
instances of the herdsman being killed by 
a tiger that he had presumed to interrupt 
while enjoying a meal from one of his cat- 
tle. 


They become more dangerous when they 


have tasted the blood of their victim and 
are not usually disposed to give It up with- 
out a fight. I remember the case of a sur- 
vey officer in India, who, being told of a 
"kill" near bis work, went to inspect it 
unarmed. The tiger, disturbed at his 
meal, rushed out suddenly at the party, 
and in his headlong flight the officer, 
most fortunately for himself, tripped and 
fell Into some long grass and bushes. The 
tlger'8 attention being drawn to (ho na- 
tives, who were climbing trees like mon- 
keys in a hurry, he made for them, allow- 
ing the officer to crawl away in fear and 
trembling as quietly as he could. 


But in the case of the man eater every- 


thing is different. Having discovered his 
power to kill the genus homo mor« easily 
than a big ape, he takes every possible ad- 
vantage of it at every turn. Neither l,y 
night nor by day are they safe, and Ufa 
becomes one long terror, for whether the 
natives are working in the fields or fetch- 
ing firewood from the forest or water from 
the well, they know not at what turn they 
may be seized. 


I know of one man eater in Mysore that 


was credited with over 500 victims, and 
the government offered a reward of 500 
rupees for his skin. He was so bold as to 
think nothing of bounding Into a crowd 
of travelers on the high road in daylight 
and of carrying off either a pedestrian or 
the driver of a bullook cart from his scat.

Two Eng- 
lish officers, friends of mine, who went 
after this scourge, were shown a hut out- 
side a village inolosure where a poor Uher, 
a low caste man not allowed to dwell v» ith- 
In the village precincts for fear of pollut- 
ing them, had lived with his wife and in- 
fant. 
He was blind and one night, being 


awakened by a strange noise, began to 
crawl and gropo about the hut. He put 
his hand suddenly on the man outer, which 
had pushed the door open, killed the wo- 
man and child and was drinking their 
blood when the man's hand was laid upon 
him.

bounded out of the hut without touching 
the man.

I venture to think that the following bears 
away the palm for grewsome horror, and 
its truth has been confirmed from many 
sources.

m. Savage Tribe In Governed. 


To the ethnologist a savage is a forest 


dweller. In common conception the sav- 
age is a brutal person whose chief delight 
is in taking scalps. Sometimes the sylvan 
man is cruel, but even civilized men are 
sometimes cruel, writes Major John W. 
Powell in The Forum. 


Savagery is a status of culture to the 


ethnologist, who recognizes four such 
itages, of wbioh savagery is the lowest. 
In tribal sscitvy people are grouped or 
regimented in bodies of kindred. A tribe 
is a group of puople having a common 
name. Suppose that a tribe springs from 
four persons—viz, a brother and sister be- 
longing to one clan and a brother and sis- 
ter belonging to another clan and that 
each of tbe men marries the other's sister. 
Let us call one of our clans "wolf" and 
the other "eagle." The wolf man marries 
the eagle woman, and the eagle man mar- 
ries the wolf woman. This is the first 
generation of a tribe composod of two 
clang, the man and his wife belonging to 
different clans. 
The four persons belong 


to two clans and constitute two families. 
Let us suppose tbat each couple has four 
children—tffo boys and two girls. They 
will belong to_ two clans. 
The children of 


the wolf mother will belong to tbe wolf 
clan and the children of the eagle mother 
to the eagle clan. 


This Is the second generation. Then 


four people ef tbe second generation and 
two of the first generation belong to the 
wolf clan, and tour of the second genera- 
tion and two of the first generation belong 
to the eagle clan. 
Tbus we see that clans 


do not correspond to what in modern cul- 
ture we call the family. The husband and 
wife bclo.ng to different clans, and the 
children belong to the clan of the mother. 
The mother, not tbe father, owns the chil- 
dren, and tbe husband is but the guest of 
his wife, not the head of the household. 


Suppose that each man of the second 


•generation marries a woman of that gen- 
eration who belongs to a different clan, 
and that each pair has four children—two 
boys and two girls. These children con- 
stitute the third generation. The children 
belong to tbe clan of tbe mother. 
There 


are now three generations of people in 
each clan, and every mother claims her 
own children as members of her clan. The 
head of the family is the mother, but the 
head of the clan is the grandmother's 
brother. Always the elder roan of the 
clnn is the ruler of the c!an, and tho wom- 
an is the family ruler of her children. 


We may go on from the hypothetical be- 


ginning of a tribe through successive gen- 
erations, and still tho rulor of the clan 
will be tho elder man of the clan, and will 
govern not his children and their descend- 
ants, but his sister's children and their 
descendants. We may therefore define a 
clnn as a group of kindred people whose 
kinship is reckoned only through females 


A clan always has a name, which is 


cnlled the totem, and the object from 
which it Is named is in like manner culled 
its totem. Thus in the two clr.ns \\hich 
wo have considered the wolf and tho eagle 
are respectively called the totems of the 
clan. The totem derives great considera- 
tion in savage society. It is usually some 
beast, bird or insect, or some important 
plant, such as the corn or the tobacco, or it 
may lie the wind, the rain, the dawn or the 
sunshine. The totem of tho clan IB con- 
sidered to bo the progenitor or prototype of 
tho clan. 
Tbe people of tho wolf clan 


claim to havo descended from the wolf, 
the people of the eagle clnn from the eagle, 
tho pccplaof the wind clan from the wind, 
and the people of tho sun clan from the 
enu. Tho totem is also the tutelar deity 
of the clan.

of water for the system of salt water 
mains and hydrants is complete. These 
hydrants, 300 feet apart, are placed in 
Congress and Central streets and Cen- 
tral wharf, where at the water front 
connection is made with the' fireboat, 
which furnishaa the power. That this 
power is sufficient was demonstrated at 
the tests made on Sunday afternoon, 
when notwithstanding the wind wa,s tio- 
waird the streams, solid water was 
thrown 30 feet above the 10-stojy build- 
Ing at the corner of Pearl street, cur- 
taining the side as the water poured off 
the coping. The streets were deluged, 
and after the mains had become thor- 
oughly washed out the water was as

The appropriation for the salt water 


system was $50,000, recommended by the 
board of fire commissioners in January.

comprises 12 hydrants, divided between

apex. A radius of 800 feet from these 
hydrants will supply salt water from 
the flreboat to the markets on the nortb, 
and to the junction of Broad street with 
Atlantic avenue. The circle, described 
from the other hydrants will include the 
Ames building,Washington street, Sum- 
mer street and Arch street, touches E.= - 
Sex street and takes in Winthrop squan 
and Federal street. The future exten- 
sion of this system, it is stated, will, in 
all probability, (frail for stationary pump- 
boats, the latter being left free to a'.- 
tend to fires along the water front net 
covered by the salt water service.

a furnace after the metal handles, rods,

Ignited and a sheet of flame the length of 
the furnace is blown across, thence de- 
flected don n and under the casket, wher* 
It escapes throug-h the opening above tha 
level of the bottom. The temperature of 
the flame is 2800 deg^. F.. only 400 dagre** 
less than the melting point ot iron, and 
this is the chief reason why cremation 
Is sa> complete and its results so satisfac- 
tory to those most interested, for this 
Intense heat consumes completely all 
wood and fabric, the residue. If any, be* 
ing carried out with the blast. The tis- 
sues of the body next disappear, deposit* 
ing an ash not SLSI heavy as that of bones, 
which are the last to be consumed; the 
ashes are carefully collected and sub- 
mitted to the action of a powerful mag- 
net to remove any possible fragment of 
metal, and finally placed in a. small jar 
or urn to await their final disposition, 
The time required for this complete 
transformation is about ene hour, the 
result being about two quarts of fine, 
|chalk-white ashes, resembling fresh air- 
Clacked lime more than anything else.

How It ta In the British Army. 


Forty-four yoars ago our array fought , 


splendidly in the Crimea and won signal ' 
victories in f«ce of every conceivable diffl- j 
oulty due to wretched administration. It ! 
was then, as it is now, a question of trans- 
port and supply. The departmental or- ' 
ganization broke down completely and as 
a natural consequence the troops in the 
field were subjected to a cruel ordeal.

We have lately mobilized two army 


corns for peace training and the same 
difficulties h*ve arisen, though, of course, 
in a lesser degree. As 16 wns in Crimean 
days so it is now—our generals are ham-* 
pored by maladministration. 


While we are brought face to face with 


a very serious transport difficulty at home, 
tho Indian government has been obliged 
to assemble a large committee at Simla 
under the presidency of that able admin- 
istrator, Lieutenant General Sanford, to 
inquire into the whole working of the 
transport system bit there; It having been 
found to be most defective during the re- 
cent operations on the northwestern fron- 
tier.—London Army and Navy Gazette.

Is told by an English naval officer, whc 
was an eyewitness to the occurrence.

In the -fLttk place, there is 
the goose bone. For the first time in eight 
.-.ears it is very wide and nearly all white, 
.;hich is a sure sign of early snow, deep 
snow and snow of long duration. Then 
thcro is the ragweed. It Is unusually tall. 
Tli us do»a nature provide for the feeding 
of the noumigratory birds when there is 
to be deep snow. Moreover, examination 
of corn husks has disclosed that they are 
unusually heavy. That is another sign 
of extreme cold. The woodchuok, further-, 
more, corroborates the other evidence with 
fur of unusual thickness. That is a sign 
that never fails, even when others do. 
Lastly, there is to be considered that there 
is a surplus-* of temperature'which will 
have to be wiped out by a corresponding 
deficit. 


These indications will convince even 


the most skeptical and induce them to 
mako wise provision for one of the severest 
winters that have been experienced in a 
long time.—Albany Express.

'A Craplilo Description of it Tempest 


la (a* Desert. 


Our ouiup consists of nine touts, scat- 


tered among dry and stunted acuolns, un 
which the oaiiMds food with evident relish, 
writes our war conwpondunt f.-ow tho 
t'xw of the British inwnuionB on tha 
Nile. Beating dowu U-KJII this arid plain 
it) the fierce sun, whloh give* a tempera- 
turo of 120 degrees in tbo shade. The 
beat and glare tiro intolerable. At mid- 
day one lies sweltering and gasping under 
a coating of sweat and sand, eyee, ears 
and nose are choked with dust, while flies, 
gnats and ants seek out the tenderest 
part*. There is no escape from thew con- 
ditions. 


At first one sigh* for a breath of wind 


to oool the burning air. 
When it conies, 


the effect is diuaitrou*. A blinding, suf. 
focatlng cloud of dust springs from the 
earth, sweeps over the camp and searches 
out every nook and cranny in hut and 
tent. It penetrates the mo*t secret reoease* 
of trunks and boxes, mingles with food 
and drink, and makes a sticky compound 
of sweat and mud under which the skin 
•marts and fitlnga. Evening and morning 
are numbered among the delights of the 
desert. Under normal conditions tHey are 
pleasant enough, but, unhappily, they are 
too often attended in these parts with vio- 
lent storms of wind and sand devils. 


These "devils" are whirlwinds of dost 


that gather volume and force as they 
tweep along cutting fresh particles from 
the matrix of sandstone rook and driving 
sheir myriads of atoms to swell the dust 
of the desert. During the last few days 
we have ha4 several opportunities of ob- 
serving this process of nature. Last night 
my blankets were spread under the veran- 
da of the tent. It wa* a beautiful night. 
The air was calm, the sky was clear and 
tho moon oast dark shadow* of palm and 
mimosa on the white plain. Under these 
softening influences of light and sound 
the desert lost its terrors, and one looked 
dreamily on the picture until a solemn sl- 
lenoe fell upon the camp and Bleep sealed 
the eyelids.

A moment later and the scene was 


changed. A breath of hot wind, as from a 
furnace, brought every tented sleeper to 
his feet with a gasp. Instantly the camp 
was alive with sound and motion. The 
rush of the storm mingled with the neigh- 
ing of horses, the groaning of camels, th* 
bleating of goats and the flapping of can- 
vas. The moon was bidden behind a cloud 
of sand. Sand filled the air—a whirling, 
rushing hail of atoms. As it swirled 
around and above the tents, straining ropes, 
dashing against canvas, tearing tent pegs 
out of the ground, one bogan to realize 
how fragile was the roof overhead and to 
tie even thankful that it was not more sub- 
stantial.

The sand devil raged for half an hour 


without damage,'save to'tent'pegs, which 
flow about rather dangerously. Every mo- 
ment I expected the tent to collapse and 
go scudding before the storm; but it held 
fust, and, covering my head with a blan- 
ket, I lay down, euiotbered in dust, while 
tho struggle between canvas and sand 
went on with growing fierceness. The 
servants, who lay on 'ths sand, slept un- 
disturbed until aroused by their masters. 


Then active operations began, and the 


sharp click of malleta falling on tent ptgs 
was heard through the storm. The tent 
next to mine was the first to go. It fell, 
or, rather, glided, to the ground, and 
presently there emerged from tho wreck- 
age three figures. Finding the position 
untenable, I made a virtue of necessity 
and struck my tent before further damage 
could be done. Having niade fast the can- 
vas over my baggage and furniture, I 
drew ray bed into tho open, and, wrapping 
myself in a blanket, lay sweltering and 
choking until the storm abated. At dawn 
we were nble to remove the traces of this 
experience. The tonts wera soon pitched, 
furniture, clothes and boxes were dug out 
of the sand, anil presently Abdul Hassan, 
Mahomed and tho other servants were 
"making kitchen" and lighting firea un- 
der cover of some dead bushes.—London 
Standard.

Several days afterward a mysteri- 
ous gangrene attacked his right leg, and 
.that member had to bo amputated. 
The 


doctors discovered that the immediate 
cause of tbo gangrene was a clot of blood 
which had formed in his heart during the 
time when its action was weakest. When 
the heart's action became normal, the clot 
waa forced through the arteries until it 
lodged in the smaller arteries of the leg. 
The circulation of the blood was thus cut 
off below it, and that caused the death of 
the limb.—San Francisco Argonaut.

Alarm at Diphtheria III Founded. Only 


a Few Cases in City. 


CEMETERY WORK FOR YEAR, 


Mr. Woodheid Hands in His 


liminary Report Today. 


Pre. 


W. il. Woodhead, commissioner of 


cemeteries, made his preliminary re- 
port on the cemetery work of the year 
to Mayor Cady this forenoon. It is of 
interest a* showing that a great deal 
of work has been accomplished in a 
very economical manner. A new rule 
for cemetery control weni into eiiecc 
this year, of paying a regular salary 
for the care of the cemeteries, and 
having the city take charge of the re- 
ceipts. 
This has proved most satis- 


factory, the cost of the work done 
being made less. 
Mayor Cady has 


throughout the year advocated the ex- 
penditure of the receipts on the care 
of the cemeteries, and much has been 
done in this way. 


The appiopriation for the year was 


$2,000 to each cemetery, the receipts to 
date have bf-en: Hillside cemetery, 
$259.40; Southview cemetery, $2,172.25. 
The city has expended to this date on 
Hillside cemetery, $2,009,28; on South- 
view cemetery $2,091.65. The change of 
method, in paying the sexton a regula 
salary of $900, instead of allowing him 
to collect the fees, has handicappeo 
temporarily the work while making the 
change, as this salary had to come 
from the regular 
cemetery 
appro 


priatlon. 


The chief work of the year has been 


on Southview. A decided improve 
ment has, we think, been made on thi 
front of this cemetery, in teiracint, 
and constructing a walk along the en 
tire front on South Church street, re 
moving 
the unsightly stones and 


stumps that have been there so long 
The large pond that has existed thus 
far, only on the plan of the archi- 
tect, is now a reality, and a beautifu 
sheet of water covering nearly three 
acres of ground form a welcome addi- 
tion to the natural beauty of the land- 
scape. Several other minor improve- 
ments have been made. 


At Hillside the soldiers' plot has been 


enlarged, making ample accommoda- 
tion for many years. Unless this had 
been done, a lot in Southview at con- 
siderable expense would have been re- 
quired. Another important work has 
been the construction of a new roof on 
the vault. This vault, though nearly 
new, has leaked badly ever since it was 
built. The city in this case has been 
entirely successful, and now have a 
water tight roof of asphalt which 
should last for many years. The old 
wall at the west side of the old vault 
on West Main street, has been re- 
moved, and a new and substantial 
wall has been built to retain the ground 
on lots in rear of the vault. 


J. A. Boughton, agent of the board of 


health, says there is no good ground 
for the scare 
on the subject of 


diphtheria which has become wide- 
spread since it was reported that there 
are a few cases in the city. Already a 
report has gained more or less circu- 
lation to the effect that there are from 
100 to 300 cases in the city. This would 
mean an alarming condition if it were 
true, but the report is very far from 
the truth. 


Since November 1 ionly six cases 


have ben reported. In one case the 
child was dead when the report was 
made and the others are all doing well. 
With the strict rules which are in force 
the board of health feels that there is 
no fear of an "epidemic and no cause 
for undue alarm, though as long as 
there is a single case in the city the 
most vigorous precautions to prevent 
the spread should and will be taken. 


In the public schools every morning 


the, teachers ask the children if their 
throats are affected and in case any 
sore throats are found the children 
having them are sent home, also all 
other children in' the same family who 
are attending the school in which 
the- sore ; throat is 
revealed, or 


any other school,- and none of the 
children can enter school again with- 
out certificates of health from the 
family physician. 


The 
quarantine 
regulations 
are 


strictly enforced and it is hoped all 
danger will soon be passed. None of 
the present cases is considered dan- 
gerous, and - while all should be on 
guard and prepared to conform cheer- 
fully to the regulations there is no 
occasion for the people of the city to 
become excited.

OVER $10,000 LEFT WITH MEN 


Mostly in New $20 Bills. Only Six 


Unable to be Present and Draw 


Pay. 
Paymaster Now in a 
Great Hurry. 


The members of 
Company M re- 


ceived their Ions? overdue pay for ser- 
vice in the United States volunteer 
a; my this afternoon. Between $10,000 
and $11,000 passed from the little brown 
leather satchel of Paymaster Sherman 
to the pockets of the men, the transfer 
beginning ai noon and labtmgr about a.n 
hour. The payment was to have been 
made this morning, but the money did 
not arrive till the noon train. All the 
members of the company -were present 
to receive their pay except the follow- 
ing, who were unable to be present: 
Corporal Hoflecker of Adams, Private 
Duprea of Adams, Privates Gelinas, 
Carl Brown and Graham of this city, 
and Private Hagar of Dalton. 
These 


men will be visited by the medical ex- 
aminfr, and on receipt of his report 
they will receive checks for the amount 
due them. 


The amount of money paid each man 


averaged about $125, the smallest sum 
being $97 and the largest ?140. The 
officers received 
from 
$300 to $700. 


Most of these amounts were in the 
form of $20 bills, the stock of $100 bills 
with which the Springfield companies 
were paid having run out. 


Major Sherman, the paymaster, and 


his two 
clerks, Lovell 
and Weild, 


reached this city at midnight, and went 
to Adams this morning. The company 
roll was all made out, but the pay- 
master's safe had been sent on to 
Worcester, and the money did not ar- 
rive till noon. Mr. Sherman therefore 
had little to do this morning, and he 
was forced to spend a good deal of his 
time in explaining the causes of the 
delay in paying the troops. He had 
little to say, laying most of the blame 
on the officers of one or two companies 
whose lists were defective, and on the 
Washington authorities. 


When the money arrived, he was at 


once a very busy man, and he rushed 
matters along in a way that made the 
men \\onder why it had not been thus 
long before, when they wanted the 
money. The men were gathered at the 
armory, and as the name of each was 
called he stepped up, signed his name, 
and received his crisp $20 bills and odd 
change. 


Paymaster Sherman hoped to get to 


Orange tonight, to pay the company 
there this evening. He had with him 
just enough government money for the 
two companies. 


The men were thoroughly pleased to 


get their.money, better late than never, 
and Adams merchants profited by the 
arrival of the government's vouchers.
